There w’as also an increase 
in the rate of lake trout scar­ 
ring by sea lampreys in M ichi­ 
gan waters in 1968. Whereas 
between 1.8 and 6.3 per cent 
of lake trout taken in com­ 
mercial fisherm en’s nets in the 
spring of 1967 bore lam prey 
wounds, the rate jumped to be­ 
tween 6.8 and 15 per cent in the 
spring of 1968.

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Nixon's Decision 


President Nixon compromised on the first 
great decision of his administration and backed 
a modified Sentinel Antiballistic Missile defence 
system. 


His position satisfies neither the personal 
who think the ABM is a provocative step in the 
nuclear arms race, nor those who want the United 
States to aiTn more heavily tlian any possible 
ag’gi’essor to assure military superionty. 


He did the most politic and the least offen­ 
sive thinpf and he predicts that it will still have 
a tig-ht squeak in Congress, but lie hopes for its 
adoption. 


The President’s proposal would authorize a 
"thin” ABM system of radars and anti-missile 
missiles at two major elements of our nation’s 
attack missile system. Minuteman missile bases 
in Dakota and Montana. This shifts emphasis 
from the earlier ARM start in the East as a sys­ 
tem to reduce the kill of a missile attack in our 
big cities by deployment of ARM missile killers 
about them. 


Now it’s to be a deplovinent of ABMs at 
major elements of the ballistic armament which 
we maintain as a deterrent to an attack. (One 
thousand of the 1,054 missiles now deployed to 
guard our nation 
are Minutemen. 
housed in 
underg-round silos to protect them against dam­ 
age in a nuclear attack.) 


The cost of the ABM program is estimated 
at about ^7 billion. The figure, while huge, is 
not very meaningful because it in an early esti­ 
mate in a constantly changing project, and such 
military ventures usually cost much more than 
fii'st guesses. 


While the deployment is now to be at missili' 
bases and not in the big cities, the intention still 
is the same, of course: to save lives in a nuclear 
missile attack. The sales talk, however, is that 
our attack missiles will be made .safer from en­ 
emy attack and assure a devastating retaliatorv 
attack on the aggressor nation. 


Tlie reason for 
having an ABM 
systen* 
keeps changing as public criticism makes earli»‘r 
tenders unpopular. The 
impression is created 
that there are very powerful forces at work to 
create an AB.M and that they’re going to pre­ 
vail by hook or crook. 


The frustinK view of this situation is that 
our government leaders, civilian and military, 
have assessed the nuclear threat from Russia 
and China, and sincerely l>elieve that our safety 
will be increased by an ABM system. Russia has 
started one. 


'rhe suspicious view of the situation is that 
this would be “gw>d business" for the military- 
Industrial complex which is such a big part of 
our national economy. More than 3,000 firms 
would participate in the ABM program. 


Only history <mn tell if Mr. Nixon is right 
!n his position, but surely he senses the great 
public mistrust of military mean.«? as a way to 
peace. He has not taken the l)old, dangerous step 
toward limitation on arms spending as a woi*ld 
example of peacemaking. We have again esca­ 
lated the arms race in the guise of a missile de­ 
fense system. 


Russia now has the capacity to destroy the 
United States and we have the capacitx’ to des­ 
troy Russia. It has created a .seeming stalemate 
on the use of nuclear weapons, so we tum to con­ 
ventional weapons in our wars, but continuously 
increase our capacity for nuclear destructitm, 
although we have already achieved overkill. 


Mr. Nixon was in an unfortunate position 
where no decision he could make would have bei*n 
generally acceptable, lie has l)een cautious and 
that’s a good rule in government, but in govern­ 
ment which spends most of its income on prepa­ 
rations for war and which continues the tradi­ 
tion that war is the natural state of man.

Given $.‘U) billion a n d 10 years of peaco, 
South Vietnam could be nuide .self-supporting'. 
Or so claims a rejw>il prepared for President 
Nixon by Daniel Lilienthal, former chairman of 
lioth the Tennessee Valley Authority and the 
U, S. Atomic Knergry Connnission and now head 
of a consulting: firm, and Prof. Vu Qu<>c Time. 
South Vietnamese economist and minist<*r of 
State. 


Althoufrh the plan envisions much of the 


money being raised by the Saiicon jrovernment, 
by private enterprise and by foreign investors, 
one’s first impulse is to dispatch a telegram to 
Washington urging that we send them a ch^U 
in the full amount forthwith.

It would, in fact, be about one-tenth of what 
the United States will have spent in 10 years in 
prosecuting the war at its past and current rait^.

President Nixon compromised on the first 
great decision of his administration and backed 
a modified Sentinel Antiballistic Missile defense 
system. 
His position satisfies neither the persons 
who think the ABM is a provocative step in the 
nuclear arms race, nor those who want the United 
States to ann more heavily than any possible 
aggressor to assure military superiority. 
He did the most politic and the least offen­ 
sive thing and he predicts that it will still have 
a tight squeak in Congress, but he hopes for its 
adoption.

The President's proposal would authorize a 
"tilin*’ ABM system of radars and anti-missile 
missiles at two major elements of our nation’s 
attack missile system. Minuteman missile bases 
in Dakota and Montana. This shifts emphasis 
from the earlier ABM start in the p]ast as a sys­ 
tem to reduce the kill of a missile attack in our 
big cities by deployment of ABM missile killers 
about them. 
Now it’s to be a deployment of AKMs at 
major elements of the ballistic armament which 
we maintain as a deterrent to an attack. (One 
thousand of the 1,054 missiles now deployed to 
guard our nation 
are Minutemen, 
housed in 
underground silos to protect them against dam­ 
age in a nuclear attack.) 
The cost of the ABM program is estimated 
at al>out $7 billion. The figure, while huge, is 
not very meaningful l>ocause it is an early esti­ 
mate in a constantly changing project, and such

W hile Hie deployment is now to he at missile 
bases and not in the big cities, the intention still 
is the same, of course: to save lives in a nuclear 
missile attack. The sales talk, however, is that 
our attack missiles will be made safer from en- 
emy attack and assure a devastating retaliatory 
attack on the aggressor nation.

keeps changing as public criticism makes earlier 
tenders unpopular.

The suspicious view of the situation is that 
this would Imp “good business” for the military- 
industrial complex which is such a big part of 
our national economy. More than 3,000 fin ns 
would participate in the ABM program. 
Only history can tell if Mr. Nixon is right 
In his position, but surely he senses the great 
public mistrust of military means as a way to 
peace. He has not taken the lx>ld, dangerous stop 
toward limitation on arms spending as a world 
example of peacemaking. We have again esca­ 
lated the arms race in the guise of a missile de­ 
fense system.

Clouded linage 
Various factors have boon cit­ 
ed as the cause of the problem 
—the shifting, clouded image of 
the priesthood, the questioning 
I of its traditional role, the clergy 
| challenges to bishops and de­ 
mands for “due process” and a 
1 voice in decisions. 
Numerous Catholic educators, 
such as the Rt. Rev. George A. 
Schlichte, rector of Pope Jolm 
, XXIII seminary, Weston, Mass., 
have suggested that ending celi- 
* bacy requirements would great­ 
ly increase candidates for the 
priesthood. 
Protestant leaders also say 
that a blurring of clergy identity 
has made it harder to attract 
men into the ministry. Relative­ 
ly low church salaries, in an in­ 
flationary 
economy, 
also has 
created difficulties.

changes. 
Under 
the 
sentencing

visions of tile bill, a judge can­ 
not set a minimum prison sen­ 
tence for a convicted criminal. 
Instead, the prison parole de­ 
partm ent would review a pris­ 
oner’s case period wally and de­ 
cide when he could return to 
society. 
Wayne County Circuit Judge 
Horace W. Gilmore, 
chairman 
of the State Bar committee, pro- 
jxjsed a compromise procedure 
in criticizing the proposal. Gil­ 
more said such sentences were 
important in rehabilitating pris­ 
oners. 
Gilmore 
suggested 
a 
pro­ 
cedure in which a judge, at his 
discretion, 
could 
sentence a 
criminal to a minimum of one- 
third of the maximum sentence. 
Jam es Brickley, chief assist­ 
ant Wayne County Prosecutor, 
also criticized the proposed pro­ 
cedure, saying “sentencing is 
the most im portant role of the 
judge.” He added

should remain with the elected 
official. The judge has more 
facts about die crime and the 
defendant.” 
The hearing was called by 
the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee.
